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[What is claimed is •] 

1. A device for responding to a pager, which device is activated upon receiving an 
output of the pager and generates a certain predetermined signal, featuring in that the 
device returns automatically to the state before it is activated, after a certain specific 
time elapsed from the activation. 

2. The device of claim 1, wherein the signal is generated intermittently in 
accordance with a certain predetermined program. 

3. The device of claim 1, wherein the certain predetermined signal is a warning 
sound or a reproduced voice. 

4. The device of claim 1, wherein the certain predetermined signal is a wireless 
electromagnetic wave after a certain modulation. 

5. The device of claim 4, wherein the wireless electromagnetic wave contains a 
signal modulated with ambient sounds collected by a microphone. 

[Abstract] 

[Object] To provide a self-OFF function. 

[Structure] When a calling person B makes a call to pager 10 carried by a~person 
A, who is the object of search (an incompetent; otherwise, it is movables), the pager 
outputs a signal Sp to responder 11 at interface unit 12, acknowledging the call received. 
The signal is detected, and signal Sq is provided to be delivered to control unit 13. 
Upon receipt of signal Sq, control unit 13 turns switch 16 ON to start supplying electric 
power to signal generation unit (responding unit) 14, to get the unit started. Signal 
generation unit 14 generates a warning sound, a reproduced voice, a modulated 
electromagnetic wave or the like signal. Control unit 13 has built-in timer 13a; which 
timer turns switch 16 OFF when a certain time x elapsed after the starting, for the 
purpose of suppressing the power consumption. Instead, switch 16 and signal 
generation unit 14 may be put into operation intermittently in accordance with a 



program stored in the control unit's memory 13b. For use in searching for the person A, 
it is preferred that the above electromagnetic wave contains a signal modulated with 
ambient sounds captured by a microphone. 

[Brief Description of the Drawings] 

Fig. 1 is a block diagram showing an exemplary embodiment in the present 
utility model. Fig. 2 is a block diagram showing a typical structure of a pager. Fig. 3 
is a block diagram showing a pager responder proposed before the present utility model. 
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
